About helf an hour or so later 
came the unmistakable odor of 
fire borne on the breeze and the 
sight of thick smoke—both of 
which sent a cold shiver through 
one. The fire demon was about to 
run amuck, and this is a city 
largely built of wood and paper, 
most of whose showy “brick” 


elever camouflages of bamboo, mud 
and wood, with just a thin veneer 
of cement on the outside, The 
breeze increased to the strength of 
a small gale—there must have 
been a typhoon blowing at sea-— 
and shifted with disheartening and 
disgusting fickleness.

RUM GANGS AND 
AGENTS BATTLE 


Rival Bootleggers Clash as 
Cargo is Intercepted 


Officers in Auto Gun Fight 
di Hi 


\Liquor Parade From Ship on 
Coast is Blocked 


Ballets and bootleggers figured 
yesterday in a spectacular battle 
which almost cost the lives of two 
special investigators from the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office. 

A shipload of liquor; twe pro- 
hibition enforcement officers, lying 
in wait; a gang of vengeful high- 
jatkers, heading north; a bootileg- 
gere’ parade, heading south with 
loads of bonded lhquors— 
these were the opening elements ot 
the bootleggers’ battle, one of the 
most spectacular in the history 
of local rum running. 

Special Investigators Chrigtie 
and Woodside, of the District At- 
torney's prohibition enforcement 
department, had been informed of 
a car of liquor heading south on 
thre Coast Highway. Somewhere 
morth of Los Anceles & rum smug- 
Sling ship was unloading its 
illicit cargo. Before dawn, Christie 
and Woodside hid in a lane on 
Ventura Highway, near the Malibu 
Ranch, and waited. 


SUSPECTS ZAKEN 


At dawn, an automobile with 
three known  bootleggers was 
stopped by the investigators. The 
car Was headed north, but con- 
tained no liquor. The occupants, 
heavily armed, were placed under 
arrest. They were members of a 
notorious ring of bootleggers who 
had been robbed of their liquor 
shipments several weeks ago. 
investigators learned that their 
prisoners had also been “tipped” 
off to the bootleggers’ parade and 
had planned to do unto the south- 
bound bootleggers as they, them-

1 jack” t rival rum runners. 

A seceed autoniobile, heeded 
south, appeared. In it were three 
men guarding fifteen cases of 
bonded liquors with revolvers.

IRISH WANT TO | 
/ REVIVE GAELIC 


Movement on Their Part is 
Not Sentiment Alone 


All Achievements of Race 
Linked With Tongue 


Country Declined When 
Mother Speech Waned

GALWAY (Ireland) Oct. 6. — 
The story of Sinn Fein—the Irish 
Nationalist movement which final- 
ly brought about the Free State 
settiement with England—is insep- 
arably linked with the revival of 
the Gaelic language in Ireland. 
The force behind it all was an 
intellectual afd spiritual force. 
When Sinn Feln swept over Ire- 
land in the, geheral elections of 
1918, and the members duly elect- 
ed to sit in the British Parliament 
decided upon a policy of passive 
resistance—tota!l abstention from 


participation in the proceedings of 
an alien legislature at Westminster | 
—the victory of Irish nationalism | 
had been won. | 

Then came the proclamation of | 
the Irish Republic, and again En- | 
glish statesmen forgot to reckon | 
with the power of a thousand years 
of national tradition and its hid- | 
gen forces of spiritual resistance. | 
Against this spiritual force the Bn- | 
glish had nothing to interpose ex- | 
cept physical force. Three more | 
years of bloody warfare were to! 
follow, but in the treaty settlement 
of December 6, 1921, spiritual | 
force triumphed, | 

What, then, is to be the future 
of the language movement which 
has played such a vital part in the 
revival of the national spirit which | 
won Ireland's freedom? It 
the same spirit which made a} 
handful of earnest intellectuals a 
the Gaelic tongue, which fortified | 
generation ago set about reviving | 
of her struggle for freedom. 

In 1843 there were 3,000,000" 
persons in Ireland still speaking | 
Irish as their mother tongue. By; 
famine and emigration the ranks | 
ef the Gaelic speakers were woe- 
fully thinned. The “national” 
schools, in which Gaelic was pro- 
hibited and in which children were 
punished for speaking their own 
language, all but completed the 
work of destroying the native 
tongue, 


MANY IRISH SPEAKERS 

Out of these western counties of 
Ireland — Galway with the rocky 
slopes of Connemara, Mayo, Sligo. 
Donegal and Clare and Kerry more 
Irish speakers are found téday than 
in the other parts of the Free’ 
State. If the language can be 
recaptured and revived this is the 
country in which the task will be 
aecomplished. Especially is that 
true in County Galway, where the 
purest Gaelic is said to be spoken. 

The teaching of Gaelic is now 
compulsory in all the Free State 


eligible for positions must be able 
to qualify in the native language. 
Whether the country can be 
brought to a bilin l basis remains 
to be detexgmin in this genera- 
tion. The foremost leaders in the 
Gaelic language movement are: 
Dr. John MacNeill and Douglas 
Hyde, the former supreme in the 
field of Gaelic historical manu- 
scripts, while the latter holds the 
field in the realm of Irish litera- 
ture. 

One of the interesting encies 
in language revival is the Fainne 
League, whose members, an in- 
creasingly large body numbering 
many youthful enthusiasts, wear a 
plain silver ring and are bound 
by a pledge to speak nothing but 
Irish to each other. The presence 
of a third person, who may not 
understand Irish is not considered 
a sufficient justification for a viola- 
tion of the pledge.

NOT A SENTIMENT 
The language revival is not a 
mere sentimental undertaking to 
be adopted as a fad and  iater 
lightly laid aside. Ireland's plucky 
little neighbor, Wales, a few miles 
across the Channel, affords a 
striking example of how national- 
ity can be preserved if only the 
native language survives. It must 
not be forgotten that Ireland's 
period of greatest misery set in 
with the decline of the Irish 


age. 

Her manufactures decayed, en- 
ergy, enterprise and initiative de- 
clined, national dignity and self- 
respect were lost and utter misery 
followed for two generations. With 
a revival of the language came a 
revival of national spirit, and 
through that the freedom upon 
which this long unhappy country 
now is entering. In Wales, where 
the native language—aelso the Gael- 
ic—hasg been preserved, national- 
ism has remained so strong that 
Great Britain stands ready at any 
time to concede any demand that 
Wales makes. 

Hence there is no excuse for the 
Welsh Sinn Fein movement about 
which one hears from time to 
time. All the Welsh need to do is 
to make known their wants to the? 
British Parliament at Westminster 
and they are acceded to. England 
doesn't care for another Sinn Fein 
problem in this generation. But 
the Welsh take no chances and

Park officials do not anticipate

IDEAL LOCATION 

The buffalo park at Wainright 
is situated in ideal country~ for 
the purpose. It combines «~ vast 
stretches on good larid, brok- 
en with smal! rolling hils, groves 
of poplar and willow, and dotted 
with many small lakes. One of 
the chief lakes of the park, a sanc- 
tuary for game birds, is called 
Mott Lake, in memory of Frank 
Mott, the first Wainwright soldier 
who fell in the war.

A pair of yak have been shipped 
from Wainwright to the American 
government station in Alaska, 
where experiments are being 
made, Cross-breeding between yak 
and domestic cattle has been tried 
at Wainwright with success. It is 
stated that in its native land the 
crosg between the yak and the do- 
mestic animal produces the riches 
of milk and makes great beef. In 
the near future the yak is to be 
crossed with the buffalo. Hybrid 
yak are also to be crosseil with 
cattalo. 


MAY BE MUCH PRIZED 

Much has been written about 
the cattalo, the product of two 
hybrids from buffalo and domestic 
cattle. The object of all these ex- 
periments is to produce a breed of 
cattle that can be  succeésfully 
raised in the Far North, where the 
present domestic stock cannot live. 
The cattale has proved a grgat 
success. They have preserved the 
hardy traits of the buffalo and can 
rustie feed in the winter. Their 
meat is excellent. A test made 
through a number of consumers 
shows that their meat is preferred 
in many instances to that of do- 
mestic cattle. 


WILD NATURAL BEAUTY 
A visit to Wainwright Park is 
a revelation to one who knew it 


only from heresay. In the middle 
of a fertile farming country where 


record crops are being cut on every 


side, lies this great stretch of un- 
touched land—the last heritage of 
the bison. The animals themselves 
can never be seen at better ad- 
vantage than in the autumn when 
thelr coats begin to take on the 
winter thickness.

Flow in Echigo District is 
Slowly Falling Off 


Methods of Industry Said. 


Much Crude 
Use of Government

KYUSHU (Japan) Oct. 6.— 


Domestic production of petroleum / 


in Japan is not altogether insignifi- 
cant, if the official figures on the 
subject may be relied on. What 


the fields in the Echigo district, 
which borders the Sea of Japan, 
might be made to produce more 
modern and efficient direction and 
management there is no means of 
knowing, but the available facts at 
this time would seem to show that 
they are gradually nearing exhaus- 
tion, as the industry is now being 
carried on. 

It was in 1900 that the develop- 
ment of the ofl resources of the 
Echigo district was begun on @ 
commercial scale. For a time in- 
dications pointed to a continuous 
and large production over a long 
period of years. During the ten- 
year period, ending in 1911, the 
average annual production of the 
fields was about 250,000 tons. The 
rotary method of drilling was in- 
troduced in 1912, with the rerult 
that the output was largely in- 
creased, reaching the record pro- 
duction of 432,166 tons in 1921. 
Since then there has been a steady 
decline until it is said to be little 
above 320,000 tons a year at this 
time. Many new wells have been 
drilled during the last few years, 
but they have such small produc- 
tion as to give little encouragement 
for the future expansion of the 
industry, it is declared. 


CONCESSION SOLD 
Boon after the first producing 
well was brought in the Standard 
Oil Company obtained a concession 
from the Japanese government to 
operate here. Presumably because 
it found the Industry unprofitable, 


or uninviting for other cau the 
company sold its interests and re- 
tired from the field in 1907. The 


Rising Sun Petroleum Company 
built a refinery at Kyushu in 15909. 
It operated the plant for several 
years and then leased it to the 


Asahi Petroleum Company, which,/ 


however, has a contract with the 
Rising Sun Petroleum Company 
which the latter furnishes it wi 
crude oil, chiefly from the Tampico 
(Mex.) fields, 
The predominating factor in the 
domestic production of petroleum 
here is the Japan Petroleum Cum- 


‘pany which gradually absorbed the 


smaller goinpanies until it now 
controls that end of the industry. 

The total consumption of 
petroleum, including crude and re- 
fined products, in Japan is official- 
ly estimated at approximately 833,- 
333 tons a year. Of this amount 
about 433,333 tons are consumed 
by private users, and the remain- 
der by the navy and other govern- 
ment agencies. The government 
created the Navy Fuel Department 
in 1921 and under its direction the 
refining of crude oll for navy pur- 
poses is carried on to the extent 
of more than 100,000 tons a year, 
it is stated. The crude oil for the 
navy comeg from California and 
Borneo. 


BOOM IS FAILURE 


Along with many other “post- 
war babies,” for which perhaps 
Japan holds the record of all oth- 
er countries in number and variety, 
a beom in the refining of crude 
petroleum was started in the fall 
of 1921. Several companies were 
floated for that purpose. and 
visions of Japan taking a lead in 
converting crude petroleum into 
gasoline and into other refined 
products were held glowingly be- 
fore the public. It was planned by 
these visionary promoters to obtain 
the crude oil supply from Borneo, 
California, Mexico and Persia. 
These projects all went by the 
board in quick order. 

The output of refined petroleum 
products in Japan was 243,000 tons. 
in 1921, and since then there has 
been a material falling off of these 
figures. The total imports of re- 
fined olls is said to be about 166.- 
666 tons a year, exclusive of that 
which is for the use of the navy. 
The total imports of crude petrole- 
um is about 500,000 tons a year. It 
is stated that the high tariff on 
crude oil is one of the things that 
prevents any great development of 
the refining industry. 

Before the earthquake the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and the Royal 
Dutch-Shell!l interests, the latter 
operating under the name of the 
Asiatic Petroleum Company, had 
large storage facilities for bulk fuel 
oil in Yokohama. These two com- 
panies control the ffrel and refined 
oll markets of Japan. The Texas 
company, which oes not du a 
bulk oil business in this country, ‘s 
rapidly forging ahead, however, 
with its various petroleum prod- 
ucts. 

According to reports of geologists 
the oil-bearing formation of Japan 
extends from Formosa to the up- 
per end uf Saghalien. Doubt is 
expressed here by men who have 
made a personal investigation of 
the oil possibilities of Saghalien of 
the industry there ever being 
placed on a profitable basis, even 
should oll be found in commercial 
quantities. It is stated that many 
serious physical difficulties are to 
be met with in carrying on oil 
operations there.

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AMERICANS FEAR FOR CASH 


'Germany’s “Inflation Tax” Law May Compel Them 
to Exchange 1 Their Dollars for Marks 


Under the German law, Vice- 
Consul Davis told them, they are 
subject to the identical taxation 


as is a German citizen if they 
have been in Germany more than 
six months and have established 
a residence. As far as sovereignty 
is concerned, it was pointed out, 
the situation is somewhat similar 
to the confiscatory measures taken 
by the American government dur- 
ing the war. 

Despite the fact that more dol- 
lars have been confiscated than 
any other money, no American is 
known to have had the bad luck to 
be caught in any of the several 
police raids on hotels, cafes and 
foreign ge dealers’ estab- 
lishments. 

The police raids now have the 
status of a legal method of col- 
lecting the “inflation tax,” due to 
the suspension of that portion of 
the constitution forbidding search 
and seizure without a warrant.

The two Japanese educators, 
whose homies are in Tokio, are now 
in Les Angeles in the interests of | 
the rehabilitation of the stricken 
districts of their country and are 
guests at the Clark Hotel. They 
left Yokohama September 15 and 
said that as they sailed out of the 
port many bodies of earthquake 
and fire victims were still to be 
seen floating about in the wat- 
ers of the bay. 

TELLS OF EARTHQUAKE 

“The scenes of horror in the 
city of Tokio after the earthquake 
were indescribable.” said Dr. Ha- 
yama. “The first shock took 
place about five minutes before 
noon on September 1. I was in 
my offices in the main building of 
the Department of Education when 
suddenly and without warning the 
floor began to move violently up 
and down. This was followed by a 
sickening horizontal ovement 
which continue@ for almost five 
minutes. When the tremors ceased, 
enabling me to regain my feet, I 
rushed from the building into the 
street, which was rapidly filling 
with a frenzied mass of human- 
ity, while from the shattered struc- 
tures in every direction came the 
apeuteek cries of the wounded and 

ng. 

“The buildings of the Department 
of Education did not collapse, be- 
ing of wood, but they were de- 
stroyed by the fire which broke out 
almost immediately after the first 
shock. The flames which were soon 


estated area increasé! the panic, 
thousands of terror-stricken per- 
sons rushing madly along the 
streets in an effort to escape. 


MANY WERE DROWNED 

Multitudes sought on the 
banks of the canals, many~ being 
drowned as they were driven into 
the water.

JAPANESE NAVY AND 
ARMY BUDGETS CUT 


ABANDONMENT OF NUMEROUS 
PROJECTS CAUSED BY 
DECREASE 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

TOKIO, Oct. 6.—Under _re- 
trenchment orders, the Japanese 
army and navy budgets have been 
cut deeply, compelling the aban- 
donment of numerous projects. 
The naval budget of $146,000,000 
has been reduced 20 per cent by 
the Cabinet Council. The $29,009,- 
000 cut chiefly affects construction 


because of the requirement of 
$70,000,000 repairs for the re- 
placement of aged yards, 
bases, etc. 


The Council holds that the na- 
tional safety forbids the abandon- 
ment of $35.000,000 for the con- 
struction of auxiliary warships, 
but owing to decreased building 
capacity, work of these will be 
slowed up. 

A land anf sea connection 
ect, requiring $9,500,000, coupled 
with military arrangements ir voiv- 
ing $20,000,000, have been de- 
ferred or partly abandoned. The 
curtailments include deferment of 
alterations on ships to be scrapped 
under the Washington treaty. 

The army estimates have been 
reduced $10,000,000, including a 
50 per cent curtailment of work 
on insular fortifications with fur- 
ther projects withheld. The total 
army budget has been limited to 
3101,000,000.

OFFICERS ARE SOUND 


TESTS REVEAL 9007 OUT OF 
12,000 EXAMINED HAVE 
PHYSICAL DEFECTS 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Out of 
12,000 Regular Army officers ex- 
amined by Army medical boards, 
9007 were found to have physical 
defects which were deemed to be 
of sufficient importance to justi- 
fy notation on the report, ac- 
cording to statistics just compiled 
by the surgeon-generals of the Ar- 
my. A total of 12,040 defects were 
reported for these 9007 officers, 
some of whom presented two or 
more defects. 

The greater proportion of. the 
physical abnormalities noted were 
not incapacitating atthe present 
time but weuld, in refost instances, 
if allowed to persist, lead to im- 
pair the future health and. effi- 
ciency of the individual. ~ 

Some of the most frequent de- 
fects were: Abnermalities of - the 
nose and throat, 159.58 per 1600; 
abnormalities of the mouth, gums 
and teeth, 146.67 per 1900; over- 
weight, 139.42 per 1000; pes pla- 
nus, 106.91 per 1000; arterial hy- 
pertension, 100.92 per 1000, and 
defective vision 95.42 per 1000. 

It was noted that the incidence 
of physical defects was much 
greater among staff officers, the 
medical department and quarter- 
master corps than among line offi- 
cers, such as those of the air serv- 
ice, infantry, artillery and engi- 
neers.

California Ranks Fifth in 1922 Figures; State is 
Seventh as Marriage Center | sae, 


With a hop, skip and a jump, Nevada, the favorite entry in the 
National Statistic Handicap, skidded under the wire yesterday many 
leagues ahead of its forty-eight competitors—which means that, accord- 
ing to a statistical report compiled by the United States Department of 
Commerce, the State of Nevada retained its place during 1922 as the 


leading divorce mill of the nation. 
California, a long-shot entry in 
the statistical event and rumored 


throughout the East as a danger- 
out opponent of Nevada, finished 
so poorly that it is unlikely to 
ever be touted as a favorite in 
future events. 

California is far from being a 
divorce center. Nor is it one of 
the leading marriage markets of 
the nation, according to the offi- 
cial report. In the divorce column, 
figuring the number of divorces 
per 100,000 population, this State 
is fifth. It had a total of $227 di- 
vorces during 1922, which amounts 
t0 250 divorces per each 100,000 in- 
habitants. 

As fo rmarriages within the 
State, there were 47,477—an av- 
erage of 1287 marriages per 100.,- 
000 in population. These figures 
presented a percentage of 5.1 mar- 
riages to every one divorce in Cali- 
fornia?” 


CAROLINA LEADS 

South Carolina lead the list in 
the least number of divorces dur- 
ing 1922. It had none. Nevada 
had the largest percentage, an 
average of 1325 per 100,000 popu- 
lation. In actual numbers, disre- 
garding the “per hundred thou- 
sand” percentage, Texas led the di- 
vorce list with a total of 12.399. 

The least totals in divorces were 
recorded in those States where the

The celebrations concluded the 
following evening (Monday, 17th) 
with a banquet at the Alexander 
Young Hotel. Again Governor 
Farrington, who is president of the 
Pan-Pacific Union, presided, and 
the long hall was decorated with 
the nations’ flags, the New Zea- 
land ensign being given a place 
of honor alongside the Stars and 
Stripes. About 150 guests sat down, 
representing almost all the people 
bordering on the Pacific, and I 
can testify to the spirit of friend- 
ship manifested in the gathering. 
Here in Honolulu we really get 
to know our Oriental neighbors 
and are gratified to find how hu- 
man they are. Was this meal 
shared thus in common not really 
a Sacrament which foretold the 
coming of the age of peace and 
good will? 

Vocal and instrumental music— 
the instruments used being weird 
and wonderful—was supplied by 
Chinese, Japanese and Filipino mu- 
sicians, vocal items and national 
dances also being given while the 
guests were enjoying the dinner.

Balboa did not know that the 
ocean he had discovered was 10,- 
000 miles wide and $300 miles 
from north to south, a water area 
of 124,000,000 square miles; with 
a land area bordering on it 5,500,- 
000 square miles, inhabited by a 
third of the world’s population, not 
to mention some 70,000 square 
miles of islands, which in time to 
come would have about a million 
people living on them. No, Bal- 
boa did not know all that, but he 
had the right spirit, and histor? 
informs us that when he began to 
conquer the surrounding country, 
he won the esteem of the native 
chiefs by his bravery, kindness. 
courtesy and just dealing. And ‘ts 
not that the way all the world has 
‘to be conquered? ‘We can,” said 
the professor, in conclusion, “have 
war or peace in this ocean. It is 
simply a matter of leadership and 
education. Let us work for peace, 
progress and prosperity. through 
understanding.”’

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—It would 
not be'in the least surprising if 
the United States were to show, 
before long, a sudden spurt in 
opera enterprise. There are signs 
that indicate such a_ possibility. 
What we mean is that it is by no 
means beyond the realm of pro 
ability that some definite move- 
‘ment may be started toward es- 


tablishing a company designed 


primarily to benefit American 
singers who have operatic qualifi- 
cations but require, in order to 
develop them, opportunities to 
gain experience. Most of us are 
aware that Europe has long been 
the haven for our youngsters with 
voices and talent who wished to 
rub off the rough edges of their 
histrionic ineptitude and gain 
something Mke ease of action on 
the stage of lyric drama. In spite 
of its setbacks, Europe still is 
the hope of the majority of our 
vocally inclined youth who desire 
to emulate the example set by the 
Nordicas, Eameses, Farrars and 
other fortunate opera songsters of 
this land. 

Since neither the New York 
Metropolitan nor the Chicago com- 
panies can afford to train inex- 
perienced young singers (their 
clientele demands the finished 
product) there is left only one 
permanent organization—the 
Carlo. Even this organization is 
raising its standards, so it is be- 
coming more difficult than for- 
merly for a promising individual 
talent to wedge into it. 

There is left only the De Feo 
company, which is striving for rec- 
ognition, and those temporary 
companies that exist for brief 
times because most of them lack 
adequate capital and management. 
All the while the United States 
is producing genuinely fine opera 
material which needs proper soil 
in which to grow. This soil must 
ever be that of the repertoire 
company which has moderate pre- 
tentions; and it is this kind of an 
organization which is being talked 
of in New York. 


TEACHERS AROUSED 

The seriousness of the situation 
affecting these young talents 
ready to make a “first try” at op- 
era, but with no place hereabouts 
for more than a very few to shoot 
at the target, has finally aroused 
the teachers of dheiak. Fach 
year brings a larger number of so- 
pranos, mezzo-sopranos, tenors, 
baritones and bassos, who cry 
loudly for chances to gain operatic 
routine, Most of them cannot ar- 
range to go abroad; and even those. 
who can find the opportunities in 
Italy and eleewhere lessening. The 
foreign countries believe in giving 
their own artists priority, a most 
natural attitude, 

We wrote several months ago at 
some length in this column on -the 
consideration due our young opera- 
inclined singers. We pointed out 


jthe investments made each year 


in the eleven permanent symphony 
orchestras of the country, and 
intimated that if an annual deficit 
of $1,000,000 or more could be 
raised for symphony music, opera 
to benefit, the gifted young of the 
country deserved something like| 


half a chance. 

Séaves of capable teachers of 
singers in the United States have 
long studied this problem. Some 
of the more daring have gone so 
far as to discuss methods that 
might lead to the establishment 
of an organization which—if right- 
ly admiinistered—could serve as 
a shining example to bring into 
being others of the same sort. 

Such a movement, to succeed, 
should have the financial support 
of our foremost large patrons of 
mu he men and women who, 
for all their constructive gener- 
osity, are ever willing to go far- 
ther in a worthy couse. Something 
of this sort is now being oOnsid- 
ered, which means much. For 
néver before have any group of 
wealthy persons been willing to 
weigh seriously the advisability of 
some such step.

Causes of business declines are 
not foreseeable and are often in- 
Visible to the contemporary  ob- 
server. The inclination is to attri- 
bute whatever contraction there is 
to a decreasing demand at current 
prices. The operation may Be seen 
in the lowered prices for motor- 
cars. It may be seen in the indif- 
ference of prospective buyers of 
steel products. They believe that 
prices .are going lower, and they 
are waiting. 

Prices have much to do with the 
volume of business, although they 
are often apparently ignored when 
there is a great rush for construc- 
tive work. In the end, however, 
high prices force curtailment. But 
the instances in which this has oc- 
curred recently are few and scat- 
tered. It may, therefore, be doubt- 
ed that the evidences of contrac- 
tion are sufficient or strong enough 
to hold up.a conclusion that a turn 
in the cycle has come or even that 
the peak of activity has been 
reach 


In investment securities many 
issues in contemplation are being 
held back.

Trade Mortality for Third 


Quarter is Lower 


January Month of Greatest 
Danger to Business 
Liabilisies Mach 
That Last-Y ear 


/There has been a progressive re- 
duction in the business mortality 
during each quarter this year, ac- 
cording to Dun'’s Review, and 
failures in the United States for 
the third quarter number 3775 and 
involve $98,543,559 of Nabilities. 
These totals, which are exclusive 
of banking suspensions, compare 
with 4408 defaults for $121,192,494 
reported to R. G. Dun & Co. in 
the second quarter, and with 5316 
insolvencies for $138,231,574 in the 
first quarter. 

The\ decrease in number of 


failures for the third quarter from 


the number for the second quarter 
exceeds 15 per cent, and there is a 
decline of nearly 30 per cent from 
the number for the first quarter. 
The differences as to indebtedness 
are even more marked, with fall- 
ing off of practically 17 per cent 
from the amount for the second 
quarter and of fully 29 per cent 
from the aggregate for the first 
quarter.. Comparing with the 5033 
commercial defaults of the third 
quarter of last year, involving 
$117,198,157, there are decreases of 
25 and 19 per cent, respectively, in 
number and amount. For nine 
months of 1923, insolvencies num- 
bering 13,499, for  $367,967.627, 
represent a reduction of about 27 
per cent in number and 27 per cent 
in liabilities from those for the 
same period of last year. 

The monthly record thus far this 
year shows that the maximum 
number of failures was reached in 
January, at 2126. The number de- 
creased sharply in the short month 
of February, but rose again in 
March. In April, there was an- 
other decrease and the declining 
tendency continued during most of 
the subsequent months, with a’ low 


mark of 1225 defaults in Septem-- 


ber. The most recent month also 
shows the smallest liabilities of 
the year—about: $28,000,000—and 
the $51,500,000 reported in April 
marks the high point in amount. 
The September statisticea, which 


give the best indication of existing” 


conditions, show a reduction of 
more than 24 per cent in number 
and of practically 23 per cent in 
the indebtedness from the mortal- 
ity during that month of last year.

Just a few years ago a popular play dealt with the immur- 


ing of the housekeeper in the kitchen, with its attendant drudg- 

ery, and the point of the play lay in the hero’s success in coax- 

ing the heroine out of the kitchen because of his wealth. 
Fortunately, the average home-maker of today does not 


have to possess untold wealth 


and romantic tendencies to get 


his womanfolk out of the kitchen, for all he needs is to follow 


the signs of the times as regards mechanical devices and elec- 
tricity, and the lady automatically walks out of the kitchen on 


the completion of the little work she has to do by hand. 


When she walks into the kitchen 
again she does so with the pleas- 
ant sense of returning to an in- 


teresting workshop, not to a tread- 
mill. 

In Southern California especial- 
ly, much time and thought has 
been spent on making all woman's 
work easier and more efficiént, 
while making it lighter. Here 
there is a daily call to come, not 
only out of the kitchen, but out of 
the house, where the sunshine and 
outdoors lures one to gardening, to 
exploring, to enjoyment of beach 
and mountain, and various whole- 
some sports and pastimes which 
may be indulged in nearly the 
yhole year through. 


IS CHEAP 
Then, too, electricity is much 
@heaper here than in any other 
part of the country, and this won- 
drous power has been harnessed 
and trained to do woman's work 
after the years in which it has done 
only men’s. Besides electricity, 
there are coal, gas and oil, which 
work for us, and ingenious com- 
binations of two or more of these 
servants, which take drudgery out 
of the household machinery of 

homes, no matter how isolated. 
One of the most perfect means 
for making the work cleaner, eas- 
fer and happier is electricity. There 
are hte various cleaners—vacuum 
types——-which save the eternal 
sweeping and dusting and make 
for sanitary draperies and the like. 
is the electric washing ma- 


chine, which takes from her shoul. | 


ders a woman's heaviest work, and 
which not only does it, but does 
it infinitely more quickly and more 
thoroughly one’s hands can 


Besides the washer, there is the 
wringer, the drier, the electric 
mangle, once only possible in the 
big laundry, but now necessary and 
within-reach furnishings for the 
emali home laundry. Between the 
big roliers of the mangle pass 
sheets and table wear, blouses 
and Witle frocks and rompers, 
smoothed as though by magic, the 
whole of the huge ironing done 
Within an hour or two where it 
used to take all day and much 
strength to accomplish same 
results. 3 

MOTOR DOES WORK 

_In the kitchen the electrie’m@tor 
Goes the little jobs which used 
to take time and strength as well. 
It whips the cream, makes the 
butter, mixes the bread, makes the 
salad dressing and the cake bat- 
ter, and so on. It polishes silver 
and accomplishes with ease, noise- 
lesesly the many, many little time- 
taking chores. 

The electric stove is pefhaps the 
Greatest advance in cookery that 
has been made in a long time. The 
economy of time is among the 
most important of the things in 
its favor, for the uniformity of 
heat which is not available in 
@ny other fuel is assured by the 
arrangement of the burners, and 
‘high; medium and low is at one’s 
command, unvaryirg and accurate. 
With uncertainty thus done away 
with, cooking may be done by rule 
@nd the cook's time saved. 

The economy of food is even 
more froticeable, for there is no 
burning or underdone food. Things 
cooked in the oven electrically do 
mot shrink as they do otherwise 
and the flavor of foods is definite- 
ly improved by the electric meth-

There are various smaller electric 
cooking devices, the fireless, the 
table broiler, grill, toaster, perco- 


lator and the like. These make 
hasty preparation of meals in 
small quarters pleasant and easy 
‘and are among the n ities for 
clean housekeeping. 


DISHWASHERS FOR ALL 


Dishwashing is one of the bug- 
bears of kitchen work and _ the 
electric washers are most efficient 
and useful. They may be obtained 
in small sizes as well as the larger. 
The housewife, if she sees them 
demonstrated downtown during 
this Better Homes week, need have 
no fear that they are only for 
| hotels, cafes or large families, for 
-they are made in sizes which will 
be right for her own work, and 
ishe will never regret the money 
invested in such a convenience. 

It is in refrigerating by electri- 
city that the greatest strides have 
been made of late. No longer need 
the housewife contend with melt- 
ing ice, for electric refrigeration 
cools by use of air which is dry, 
jand chemically chilled, and food 
stays fresh at a temperature im- 
possible of steady attainment with 


ce. 

Small cubes of ice frozen for 
table use are included, and the 
economy in keeping fresh large 
quantities of fowud is undeniable. 
,No pans to empty, drains to clog, 
supply to worry over—electric re- 
frigerating saves all that. 

Fans and ventilating devices are 
included in electrical kitchen 
equipment, and fans for use 
throughout the house, not only for 
cooling in warm weather, but for 
ventilation, are accepted adjuncts 
to the arrangements these days. 


DOES HER SEWING 


Freed from the iitchen by elec- 

icity, Milady has more time to 
devote to her inevitable sewing, 
and her electric machine makes 
delightful work which once took 
toll of her strength to accomplish. 
In her boudoir, <iectricity curls 
her hair, massages her, promotes 
the growth of her hair, aileviates 
her pain with its soothing heat 
and lends first aid when the baby’s 
bottle must be warmed in a hurry. 
It is her servant, and asks little 
that the servant usually docs—it 
is never moody, never untidy, nev- 
er undependable. 

Of course, there must be spe- 
cal wiring arrangements to per- 
mit electricity to help in every de- 
partment. New lLouses are bullt 
with this in mind, end oldef places 
may be conveniently wired. Outlets 
and sockets are made ornamental 
as well ax conventent, and _ “for 
real efficiency, electricity asks less 
room and gives more than anything 
else we could introduce into our 
homes. 


ADVANCE IN LIGHTING 


Nor must we overlook the part 
it plays in the ‘ighting of the 
‘house. Ulumination is a art 
in itself, and at the exhibits one 
is surprised at the advance made 
in this important line. Diffused 
light, instead of the ungraceful 
chandeliers which used to concen-

SIMPLICITY RULES 

Simplicity in architecture is the 
rule now, fortunately, and he who 
decides with this in mind will not 
feel, forty years from now, that his 
home ts indelibly stamped with a 
certain gingerbread period or one 
ef ornate scroll work and curly- 
cues, That is why, say architects, 
that there are so many colonial 
types which were proved in the 
past two centuries, as the experi- 
ments with the more ornate since 
then were so disastrous.

Only Hope for Lasting Peace 

Our economic system has been attacked from above and 
from below. But the short answer lies in the teachings of his- 
tory. The hope of a Watt or an Edison lay in the men who 
chipped flint to perfection. The seed of democracy lay in a 
perfected despotism. The hope of tomorrow lies in the de- 
velopment of the instruments of today. The prospect of ad-'| 
vance lies in maintaining those conditions which have stimu- 
lated invention and industry and commerce The only road 
to a more progressive age lies in perfecting the 
ties of this age. ‘ 

The only hope for peace lies in the © perfection of the arts 
of war. 

All growth depends upon activity. Life is manifest only 
by action. There is no development physically or intellectu- 
ally without effort, and effort means work. Work is not a 
curse; it is the prerogative of intelligence, the only means to 
manhood and the measure of civilization. Savages do not 
work. The growth of a sentiment that despises work is an 
appeal from civilization to barbarism. 


I would not be understood as making a sweeping criticism 
of current legislation along these lines. I, too, rejoice that 
an awakened conscience has outlawed commercial standards 
that were false or low, and that an awakened humanity has de- 
creed that the working and Jiving condition of our citizens 
must be worthy of true manhood and true womanhood. 


I agree that the measure of success is not merchandise 
but character. But I do criticise those sentiments, held in all 
too respectable quarters, that our economic system is funda- 
mentally wrong, that commerce is only selfishness and that our 
citizens, holding the hope of all that America means, are liv- 
ing in industrial slavery. 

The man who builds a factory builds a temple, that the 
man who works there worships there, and to each is due, not 
scorn and blame, but reverence and praise. 


We need | a broader, firmer, deeper faith in the people— 
a faith that men desire to do right, that the commonwealth is 
founded upon a righteousness which will endure, a recon- 
structed faith that the final approval of the people is given 
not to demagogues, slavishly pandering to their selfishness, 
merchandising with the clamor of the hour, but to statesmen,

Touch it, and it must 
respond as the magnet responds 
to the pole. To that, not to selfish- 
ness, let the laws appeal. 
Recognize the immortal worth and 
dignity of man. Let the laws pro- 
claim to her humblest citizen, 
performing the most menial task, 
‘the recognition of his manhood, 
the recognition fhat all ,.men are 
peers, the humblest with the most 
exalted, the recognition that all 
work is glorified. Such is the path 
to equality befare the law.

democracy.

THE DOMINANT SEX. A Study in the 
Mathilde 
Tra 


We turn from this well-inten- 
tioned but ill-balanced author to 
two others, equally well-intentioned 
and equally extreme in their own 
way. In “The Dominant Sex” 
Mathilde and Mathias Vaerting lay 
the basis of a new study of the 
comparative psychology of the 
sexes. 

The thesis of this book is that 
what we are accustomed to call 
“masculine” qualities are merely 
the qualities of the dominant sex 


and that the so-called “feminine” | of 


qualities are merely those of the 
subordinate sex. The seemingly 
masculine and feminine traits are 
not congenital, but acquired or 
taken on in accord 

standards and demands of the age 
and place. 

The authors bring forth an as- 
tonishing array of evidence to 
show that in certain past ages and 
places women have occupied the 
dominant position in society. In 
that case, they possessed those 
traits we call masculine, while 
the men became the gentle and 
loving and intuitive helpmate who 
“loved and honored and obeyed.” 

To be sure, these solemn-souled 
authors did not discover the facts 
in regard to the past dominance of 
women in ce n places, but they 
have here emp a4 it and have 
documented most of their  state- 
ments. Such authorities as Bach- 
often, Westermarck, Lewis Mor- 
gan and others have made — the 
facts of primitive matriarchy ac- 
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However, it is refreshing to read 
that there is not a single masculine 
quality which cannot be paralleled 
as a feminine quality in the history 
of one face or another. In court- 
ship, the dominant sex, be it mas- 
culine or feminine, does the woo- 
ing; in marriage, the dominant sex 
exacts obedience; in public affairs, 
the dominant sex makes the deci- 
siona, 

Personally, I am still inclined 
to think that both men and women 
are human beings, neither owing 
origin to the other's rib, and that 
the contents of the bag of traits 
shared by mankind is fairly evenly 
distributed, regardless of sex. En-

A Protest Against “Half Staff” 


In .Place of “Half Mast” 


It is common language to 
speak of spacing a flag at 
“half mast:” but, those who 
maintain that they are techni- 
cal speak of a flag upon a 
building as at “half 


staff.”’ 


Mayor Hackett’s order em- 
ployed the term “half stafr.”’ 
while the order from the 
Governor's office read. “half 


mast.” 


The New York Herald de- 
werves credit for being one of 
the most carefully edited news- 
papers in this country: but on 
this occasion one of its editors 
permitted the use of the words 
“half mast” in one of its 


head lines. 


Half mast is now and has 
been for so long a time the 
common usage that it is an- 
noying to most persons to read 
or to hear *he words “half 
staff,” which the technical per- 
sons would have ug employ and 
which nine-tenths of the peo- 


ple do not use. 


When one does find “half 
staff’ while reading a news- 
paper article it creates annoy- 
ance. The mind is disturbed 
by the sudden injection of one 
or more extraneous thoughts 
while it should be centered up- 
on what is being read; because 
this thought is bound Ao occur: 
“How did it happen that the 
writer of the newspaper article 
sald ‘half staff’ inttead of ‘half 
mast’? And then one is al- 
most certain to have a second- 
ary thought, leading still fur- 
ther away from close attention 
-—“] wonder whieh word I 


prefer?” 


Often it {s a case of prac- 
ticability that influences a 
choice, and such might be the 
reason for the selection of the 
commend “Fire,” rather than 
“Shoot.” . The hissing word 
does not carry to a distance. 
A mountain guide when sight- 
ing a bird or deer would be 
perfectly free to say “shoot” 
to the hunter, and be correct, 
whether or not the army man 
says “fire.” and both would be 
performing the self-same act.

IREVOLUTION IN 
JAPAN INDUSTRY 


New Problems Face Nippon 
Cotton Factories 


Quality of Goods Raised to 
Meet Competition 


Mills Buy Raw Material in 
American Market 
[SPECTAL FOREIGN CORREEFONDINTE. | 

OSAKA, Oct. 6. — No industry 
‘tin .Japan has shown a more 
marked change since the World 
ar than that of cotton spinning. 
a measure, the manufacture of 


$om yarns and fabrics in Japan 
S been on an unstable basis ever 


the inception of the industry. 


1 @ country does no growing of 
cotton on its own account, except 
a very small quantity of low-grade 
staple in Korea, and has had to be 
dependent upon China, India and 
the United States for its raw prod- 
ucts. The machinery for its mills 
must come from abroad, Wages 
paid operatives are several times 
higher than those paid for simi- 
lar labor in China or India. 

The principal markets for its 
yearns and fabrics are in Asiatic 
countries where the domestic 
manufacture of these goods has 
developed with remarkable rapid- 
ity since the war, thereby closing 
to large degree those outlets for its 
exports, This is particularly true 
of China and India, which former- 
ly absorbed enormous quantities of 
the lower grade products of Japa- 
nese cotton mills. 


REVOLUTION IN INDUSTRY 

To meet these w conditions a 
revolution is taking place in the 
industry in this country. It is 
found that a superior quality of 
cotton stuffs must be manufactured 
ard that new and wider markets 
be sought. To do this long staple 
cotton must be purchased and the 
use of the short staple of India 
and China abandoned in large mea- 
sure. 

The long staple must come from 
the United States but in carrying 
out this change of policy the ob- 
stacle of the existing high price 
of American cotton is met. Some 
manufacturers here declare that 
the price of long staple cotton 
places it, at this time, out of their 
reach; that the high scale of wages 
here as compared with wages in 
China, prevents the profitable use 
American product in thefr 
m 


ae buying of long staple cotton 
in the United States is said to be 
in immediate prospect. Strenuous 
efforts are being made here: to 
build up a foreign market for a 
better grade of cotton yarns and 
fabrics. 

The fact is well recognized and 
generally admitted here that China 
has untold possibilities both as a 
producer of cotton and in thé con- 
verting of the raw material into 
finished products. That country 
is making wonderful progress in 
all branch of the industry. Al- 
ready Japd@n is feeling the compe- 
tition of China to such an extent 
that many Japanese cotton manu- 
facturers have ftound it to their 
interest to establish mills in that 
country where they may enjoy the 
advantages of cheap labor. tew 
taxes and other favorable factors 
that are no longer found here. 

Many million of doll Japa- 
nese capital are already invested 
in cotton mills in China and these 
are being constantly increased. To 
keep up the high price level of 
their yarns and fabrics, the policy 
of restricting production has been 
adopted by fifty of the larger cot- 
ton mill owners who have entered 
into a combine for that purpose. 
we This action was taken in lieu of re- 
ducing the wages of their opera- 
tives and thereby reducing the cost 
of manufacture. The discharged 
operatives were paid substantial 
bonuses or advance wages to avoid 
labor trouble, 

During the period of prosperity, 
which the World War brought 
about, fabulous dividends were 
paid and a supreme effort on the 
part of the manufacturers is being 
made to keep up the dividends by 
lessening the output. 


LACK AMERICAN SKILL 

According to American cotton 
mill men who have investigated 
the industry in Japan, the native 
operatives are greatly lacking in 
that skill which characterizes the 
work of similar employees in the 
United States. It is asserted that 
in the mills here one Japanese 
can operate only one-fourth as 
many spindles as is done by one 
person In the American mills. 

As an illustration of the cotten 
manufacturing boom in this coun- 
try it is pointed out that «he 
total amount of capita! invested in 
the industry increased from 8é6,- 
000,000 yen, equivalent to $48,- 
000,000 United States currency in 
prewar time, to 316,000,000 yen, 
equivalent to %$158,000,000 in the 
first half of 1922. 

In, 1922 Japan imported a total 
of bales of cotton. 
figured in 600-pound bales. Of 
this quantity, a total of 771,136 
bales, each of 600 pounds, was 
American cotton. It is stated 
here that the purchase of cotton 
in the United States for the current 
year will probably show a falling 
off as compared with last year. 
due to high price of the staple. In 
view, “however, of the general 
policy of increasing the quality of 
goods, the purchase of long staple 
cotton may go above present es- 
timates. Naturally, the restriction 
of production will cause a lessen- 
ing of the demand for the raw 
product. 

It was in 1919 that the peak of 

rosperity in the cotton industry 

ere was reached. In that year 

the total output of cotton fabrics 
in Japan had a value of 1,033.832.- 
000 yen, equivalent to $516,916,.000. 
This fell to 664,791,000 yen) or 
$332.395.9000, in 1921 and was 
about that sum =tliast year. The 
value of silk and cotton mixed} 
fabrics of domestic manufacture is 
about $65,000,000 a year. 

Many of the mills that were built 
during the boom period have been 
forced to close down, due to high 
wages and dwindled demand for 
their goods. The refusal of bank- 
ers to extend credit is also a big 
factor in this situation as well as 
in other industries that have met 
with financial reversals and adverse 
conditions. The number of cotton 
spindles in Japan increased from 
2,414,499, tn 1913, to 4,196,126 in 
1921. 

The labor situation Is said to be 
having a. serious effect on the cot- 
ton spinning industry, although 
comparatively few of the operatives 
are unionized. Of a total of 24¢.- 
658 workers in all Japan who be- 
longed to unions in 1921, only/| 
6503 were textile operatives.

Fitch fled with W. D. Hamman, 
expert for the County Grand Jury, 
a long opinion covering the legality 
of fees received by certain county 
Officials in addition to their fixed 
salaries. He held that County 
Auditor Will Kelly is not legally 
entitled to receive three cents per 
name on the county orphan TIist. 
These fees have amounted to as 
much as $1000 a year. 

Treasurer A. D. Ewing is held 
to be entitled to a percentage of 
the value of estates of deceased 
persons and Recorder Barstow is 
within the law in receiving ce 
fees as local registrar for the 
Board of Health. The opinion 
further holds that the license col- 
lector may receive ten per cent of 
all licenses collected by him.

Congress, to the National Budget 
Committee in New York, 
Julius H. Barnes, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
States at Washington, D.C. 


DEFENDS TAXPAYER 

The resolution follows: 

“Whereas, in the opinion of the 
board of directors of the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce the 
budget system which has recently 
been placed in operation in con- 
nection with the nation’s expendi- 
tures has proven to be one of the 
most farreaching and satisfactory 
of all safeguard:;.in the conduct of 
the nation’s business and for the 
taxpayer; and 

“Whereas, there is some anxiety 
and a general belief on the part 
of business interests that an at- 
tack will be made by the coming 
Congress upon this budget system 
in an effort to return the national 
expenditures to the fourteen or 
fifteen committees that previously 
had power to set up appropriation 
measures 3.

Corn, the staple which to Mexico 
is what wheat and potatoes com- 
bined, are to us, will have a phe- 
nomenal crop to all appearances. 
Cotton in the Laguna district 
around Torreon will be in greater 
quantity than in three years, al- 
though not nearly normal, and 
this will carry prosperity to the in- 
dustries dependent on it. Rubber 


factories in the North are all run- 
ning full tilt.

American staple—as differentiated 
from specialty—textile products in 
Great Britain is like “carrying 


coals to Newcastle,” says Trade 
Commissioner H. D. Butler, in a re- 


In “carrying cottons 
to Lancashire” is nerally con- 
sidered quite as ludicrous. How- 
ever, American makers and ship- 
pers of certain staple cotton goods 

lines have competed successful 
in this market. 
American competition is natur- 
ally strongest in those lines where 
low costs result from a combina- 
tion of the advantageous factors 
of quantity production and a large 
raw-material perecentaze of cost. 
If excellence of design can be 2dd- 
ed, s0 much the better. Products 
based on newly developed Ameri- 
can processes or designs often can

American designs can 
continue to hold a predominant

& strong position in the British 
market is fleeced underwear in 
which American competition stands 
on two firm bases—that the raw 
material is the large ifem of cost, 
and labor chargés are mateéfially 
reduced by quantity production. 
One or two British mills are pro- 
ducing similar goods but the 
American product continues to be 
the favorite. 

Staple artificial silk hosiery of 
American make has held a prom- 
inent place in the United King- 
dom because American machinery 
and mass-production methods have 
competed with British-made goods. 
Gradually British production has 
improved, American machinery has 
been imported, and today first- 
class goods produced locally 
at very nearly the same prices as 
American hosiery. 

Another typical example is cot- 
ton duck, a product in which the 
raw material accounts for a large 
percentage of the cost, and to 
which mass-production methods 
have been applied. For the past 
ten years American duck has been 
sold in this market in increasing 
quantities until the last year’s sales 
amounted to several millions of 
dollars. Recently this line has been

A special woolen fabric is an- 
other saleable line. American- 
made woven-wool felta for paper 
machines have held an enviable 
position until lately. Now the 
British-made article has been im- 
proved sufficiently to threaten the 
supremacy of the American prod- 
uct. 

Excellence of design, as well as 
cheap production costs, account for 
the successful sale of special lino- 
leums, cotton rugs, and cotton-jute- 
wool rugs. Certainly in all classes 
having two such important factors 
favoring their sales, a profitable 
annual turnover should be insured.

such as Corsets, soft collars, fish 
lines, window cord, etc, Certain 
of these, notably corsets and col- 
lars, are manufactured in the 
United Kingdom, but all depend on 
excellence of design and low-cost 
manufacture, for their superior 
position. Advanced ideas on mar- 
keting are also a source of strength 
in one or two of these lines. 

One concern has been very suc- 
cessful in the sale of silk pilece- 
goods in cut lengths, one piece be- 
ing sufficient for a blouse and an- 
other piece for a skirt.

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) Oct. 6.—In 
its weekly review of the lumber 
market, Lumber, recognized mar- 
ket authority in the industry, 
states: 

Already showing some tendency 
to firmness, by reason of increased 
buying for fall stgcks, the lumber 
market has been strongly affected 
this week by the catastrophe in 
Japan. Exporters of Douglas fir 
and other Pacific Coast woods have 
been bombarded with cablegrams 
urging the speedy dispatch of lum- 
ber shipments. Large donations of 
lumber for the stricken country 
have been reported and some of 
these are already being gotten 
under way. The extent of the 
destruction of building, as indi- 
cated in late official reports, 
makes it probable that purchases 
of lumber must be heavy and that 
they will tax the capacity of avail- 
able shipping is quite likely. 

Another event having direct 
bearing on the lumber situation is 
the formal recognition that has 
been extended to Mexico. This is 
expected to materially increase the 
movement of yellow pine to the 
Southern Republic from Texas and 
Louisiana, by reason of improved 
credits. 
Tangible betterment in prices is 
as yet only slightly in evidence, 
though some moderate advances 
are reported this week in items 
of yellow pine in heavier demand. 


Buying h been more active, 
however, in both softwoods and 
hardwood Wholesalers are buy-

There are several | 
advantages inherent in the Frank- 
lin transmission brake.

I have since figured up 

what I gave him and find it -was only $2, a 


striking contrast with the amount asked in 


The Americon: Minister 
Popular in Warsaw 


HE low value of the Polish mark makes 

Teal estate here almost as cheap as in 
Germany. I have written how Congress 
conld have bought a million-dollar home 
for ovr Ambassador in Berlin for $20,000 
and failed to take advantage of the offer 
Hugh Gibson, our Minister here, lives in 
a million-dollar palace which we could have 
purchased for $100,000 when Poland was in 
trouble and needed the money. The build 
ing 1s known as the Blue Palace, and I doubt 
whether there is a finer diplomatic head- 
quarters at any capita] in Europe. 

The palace wgs built about two hundred 
years ago by one of the kings for his daugh- 
ter, the Countess Orzelska. and it is now 
the property of the Zamoyski family, a fa- 
miliar name in the history of Poland. It is 
well adapted to entertaining, having some 
rooms fifty feet square, with floors of mo 
gaic which have a polish like that of a pi- 
ano. The building runs round a court cov: 
ering half an acre, with a great garden 
and forest trees in the rear. In some ways 
it reminds me of the White House, except 
that it has wings which run-out, forming s 
crescent. 

Hugh Gibson is popular in Warsaw. He 
is a comparatively young man but he has 
a long diplomatic career, having represent: 
ed our government in various missions in 
Central America and Europe. He served 
with Mr. Hoover, Director-General of Buro 
pean Relief, and was appointed Minister to 
this country by President Wilson in 1919. 
I find that the United States is well liked in 
Poland. The people appreciate pon 
did for them after the war and they t 
ly unveiled here in Warsaw a monument of

We should like to see our republic more 
like that of the United States than like any 
of the so-called ‘government of the masses 


“How about your land reform?” ! asked 


Poland has more Jews than any other coun- 
try in Europe. and thirty times as many 
as Palestine. This Polish boy adheres to 
the bblical custom of not cutting the hair 
that hangs down in front of each ear. 


“So far, that is largely on paper. The re 
form bill passed by only one vote. It pr> 
vided for the division of the Crown lands, 
Church lands and farms belonging to indi 
viduals, It provided that estates in Congress 
Poland and Galicia of more than 375 acres, 
and estates in Russian Poland of more than 
1000 acres, should be divided. This divi 
sion, however, bas further than ghe 
act of Congress, and there is a great senti- 
ment against it on the part of the Conserva- 
tives.

years, was made here today by Charles H. 
Tyler of Boston, secretary-treasurer of the 
American distemper committee. 
“Tyler is the active director of that body 
which will launch a nation-wide drive to 
stamp out the disease.” 


mean inoculation with disease germs. The 
only way to prevent distemper in dogs is to 
teach people how to feed them right. The 
chief danger is during the first year of the 
dog's life, and the “high strung” finer types 
re most liable to distemper. 

Animals in a natural state bunt their 
me and get plenty of exercise. Also, car- 
nivorous animals eat the blood and bones, 
thus obtaining the iron and lime, that are 
lacking in lean meat. 

My daughter has two dogs, a collie and a 
German police dog. They have been fed 
from puppyhood very little meat. They are 
the admiration of beholders, healthy, full of 
life, affectionate and intelligent. . 

An English dog fancier writes: 

“We have promised a brief discourse on 
meatiess diet for the naturally carnivorous 
canine. We do so because many vegetari- 
ans, keeping pets, dislike to feed meat to 
their dogs, but feel that they must, to main- 
tain health. The contrary is true, however. 

“Having, for more than twenty years had 
kennels of pedigreed dogs, both St. Ber 
pards, Irish Setters and the English Toy 
Spaniels, we speak from experience. Al- 
though in those days, we used large quanti- 
ties of meat, we did not give it to the dogs. 
Their coats were finer, skin free from dis- 
ease and the creatures were free from the 
usual canine odor, characteristic of such. 

“The idea that even carnivorous animals 
cannot thrive on a meatless diet is exploded.

Buttermilk is, then, soured milk without 
the cream. What has been said of the value 
of milk can be said with equal emphasis of 
buttermilk. 

“The buttermilk commonly sold is made 
by adding Bulgarian bacilli to sweet milk, 
thus hastening the process of souring. There 
ig no reliable evidence to warrant the use 
of Bulgarian bacilli. It is one of the falla- 
cies the public has accepted without ques. 
tion. 


“The proper way to make buttermilk (if 
it cannot be obtained from churned butter) 
is to allow the milk to go through the reg- 
wlar process of souring until it becomes 
clabber; than beat it thoroughly with an 
egg beater. The cream may be skimmed off 

before beating, should there be an objection 
to taking the cream. 

“Much of the so-called ‘buttermilk’ sold 
at soda fountains is worthy of strict inves- 
tigation before it is used. In one of Ameri- 
ca’s large cities there has been advertised 
and sold a special brand of buttermilk 
which the advertiser declared to be ‘better 
than buttermilk.’ Imagine it! Upon in- 
spection this ‘buttermilk’ was found to con- 
tain a preservative.”

LLOWING is & newspaper article, 

printed in New York ten years ago. 
Yet, the doctors continue to cut out the 
appendix. Why? 

“Many people have wondered what the 
vermiform appendix was really made for, 
arguing quite reasona that such a dis- 
tinct part of the human anatomy could not 
have come into existence without some im- 
portant purpose. 

“The usual answer of the surgeons has 
been that the only use of the appendix is 
to give them employment. It is removed 
at the slightest sign of trouble, and some 
people, impressed with the doctors’ state- 
ment that it is of no use, have even had it 
removed when there was nothing the mat- 
ter with them. 

“Medical ‘science has at last furnished 
@ reasonable explanation of the use of the 
appendix. Dr. Edmond Perrier of the Paris 
Academy of Sciences, and several doctors 
associated with him, report that as the re- 
sult of a long series of experiments they 
have found that the purpose of the appen- 
dix is to regulate and stimulate the 


bowels. 

“The normal human appendix, according 
to these experiments, secretes a fluid which 
directly stimulates the contractile move- 
ments of the walls of the intestines, pro- 
ducing what we call movements of the 
bowels, The contractions do take place in 
the absence of this fluid from the appendix, 
but the fluid is necessary to the most vigor- 
ous and perfect movements. | 

“We all know that insufficient action of 
the intestines is one of the greatest causes 
of ill health in modern life. These experi- 
ments indicate that a bad condition of the 
appendix or its absence may keep the in- 
testines from working properly. 

“Having noted several facts that sug- 
gested this explanation of the importance 
of the appendix, Dr. Perrier and his asso-

rn. C G. ABBOT of the Smithsonian Institution 

certainly started something when he discovered 

that the sun had gone on strike te the extent 
of delivering about four degrees less heat to the earth 
than normally. First it was the freak weather of last 
spring that had weather experts and scientists guessing. 
When Dr. Abbot announced his discovery, it was com 
cluded that the sun was responsible for the lack of-heat, 
or even warmth, that is.normal with springtime. Some- 
body even went so far as to say there would be a cold 
summer and that crops would fall because of the cotd 
weather. , Dire predictions came from a number of 
sources. 

In the midst of the deluge of scientific reasons the 
mercury. in the thermometer staried climbing unt) it 
reached normal, then climbed a little higher. The 
scientific reasoners decided something was wrong with 


their reasons and the country settled down to with- 


stand the heat of a broiling summer sun. 
Now the strike of the sun is blamed for an excess 
of heat and drought that has extended to all parts of 


the earth. The weather conditions here in this coun- 


wei have been duplicated in Europe, South An and 

Africa, indicating that, whatever the cause, it is affect- ~ 
ing the entire planet and not merely local ‘parts of &

The making of a princess is all a matter of feed- 
ing. In the beginning, the queen bee fills the cells of 
the hive ‘with eggs, Iqying in the course of a day as 
many as two or three thousand eggs for workers, drones 
and princesses. Although specially large cells are 
made for the princesses and the drones, the worker 
bees have the power, up to thé time a grub is three 
days old, to change an ordinary worker grub into a 
princess. 

Three or four days after an egg is Jaid a little larva 
or grub appears. In its cell it finds an ample supply of 
food which the nursing bees have placed in readiness. 
The grub grows rapidly, and when its head reaches the 
top of the cell it is fed by the nursing bees with food 
that has been predigested. Under this treatment the 
grub waxes fat and strong, but if the bee is destined 
to become a worker the rich fare ceases at the end 
of five or six days. After that it receives a coarser 
fare, consisting of honey and pollen which haye not 
been previously digested by the nursing bees, After its 
course of this food the grub ceases to feed for a time 
and is built into its cel) by the nurses, which cover over 
the top of the cell with wax. During the next thirty-six 


hours the Iittle grub spins itself into a robe of silk, — 
inside the cell, and, there it rests to let nature finish | 


the work. In three days its form undergoes a change, 
and at the end of that time has acquired wings and 
legs, which réach perfection at the end of another 
week, and then .the newly made bee gnaws away the 


covering of thé cocoon dnd emerges from its cell ready — 


to go to work, Sometimes it salljes directly forth into 


the outer air’to seek pollen, but sometimes it ts kept 


within the Gell to ald in the household duties such us 
taking care of the ventilation of the hive, an important 
duty. In the extremely hot weather, if the hive is at

Five-Year"Arctic Expedition 

Planned, _ 
NE of the most elaborate polar expeditions ever 
undertaken is now being planned by Capt. Rob- 
ert A. Bartlett, commander ef the Roosevelt, on 


which Admiral Peary made his voyage toward the 


North Pole. The trip will be made to explore a water 
réute northeastward from Alaskan waters through the 
Arctic regions, and will probably leave Seattle next 
June or July, pass through Bering Strait, and 4rift east- 
ward with the ice to Greenland or Spitzbergen. It will 
require five years for the trip, according to Captain 
Bartlett. 

The party of ten will make up the expedition, which 
will gall in a wooden non-magnetic ship. 
ments for surveying the northern regions, sounding the 
depths of the Arctic Ocean and examiniig whatever life 
may be found will be included, The ship will carry 
wireless and a seaplane. -

plorers, for Captain Bartlett says: “We may be frozen 
up a year or two,” and then goes on to say that such 
experiences are common te northern explorers and «re 
rather expected.

best smelling apparatus in the world, 
and he depends on his sense of smell more 
than on any other sense.

Curved lines and curved shapes replaced 
the straight and the rectangular. A new 
feeling for comfort was expressed in it. 
Thus it definitely began the period of mod- 
ern English furniture, as distinct from the 
heavy, formal, uncomfortable styles that 
had preceded it. In it, simplicity, grace 

‘ and comfort were united. 

The change from the straight line to the 
curved is seen everywhere. The typical 
chair well illustrates this. The straight, 
turned leg gave way to the cabriole, a 
curved bandy leg. The feet showed varia- 
tions, though the club and buh styles were 
most used. The back, showed two broken 
curves, united by a carved or veneered top 
rail. A central splat in fiddle or lyre shape 
is a distinguishing feature. Carving or 
veneering usually appeared on this splat. 
The back was curved to fit the form and it 
was bent backward a little. The seats 
were. no longer square or oblong, but 
rounded. They were upholstered, needle- 
point being much favored for this purpose, 
which is another link uniting Queen Anne 
with William and Mary furniture.

A$ TO the use of Queen Anne Or any 
other period furniture in our homes to 
day; much bas been said. In very formal 
homes of great magnificence, period rooms 
may be worked out in their entirety by pro- 
fessional decorators and be so perfectly in 
keeping with the atfhosphere of the place 
that there is little to criticise.

UCAIPA VALLEY, “the home of the big 
red apples,” is expecting to harvest the 
best crop of fruit yet produced in that sec- 
tion thig year, the picking having been 
started several weeks ago.

- quirements, which makes it necessary that 
red apples be 75 per cent colored. for the 
extra fancy grade and 25 per cent for fancy, 
together with similar requirements for 
other varieties, modified according to their 
characteristics. The growers adopted these 
standards voluntarily, as the new State law 
requires only that apples be “well colored 
for the district where grown.” This step 
toward keeping up the quality of their pack,

of other States, will, according to the val- 


Aey growers, put their fruit under a higher 
standard than that packed in any other ap- 
ple district of the West.

community, to attack its peculiar problema, 
to analyze its methods, to adopt its schemes 
and then to improve upon them, to investi- 
gate the economic stages through which 
the community has passed, with a view 
towards establishing some sound basis for 
future operations. 

Young men intending to farm want to 
know about conditions that they are going 
to face. Here is a young fellow who has a 
chance to get a start in, say, Imperial Val- 
ley. Perhaps he has been farming else 
where, perhaps he has been enrolled in 
some college on the Coast. Can he upon the 
basis of any period of study or practical 
training under northern or coast conditions, 
establish a foundation upon which he can 
build when he takes up work in the Valley? 
In theory, Yes; actually, No! The condi- 
tions are peculiar, physically, climatically 
and in their crop adaptations. The condi- 
tions cannot be blamed—they--are Nature’s 
handiwork; nor can the northern or coast 
school be fairly censured for slighting @ 
distant locality in its efforts to conform to 
its own peculiar local situation.

Waste ditches of the Imperial Irrigation Dis- 
trict empty through the property, but the 
outfiow is controlled by a scheme of dikes 
and wasteways which divert or impound 
the water as is most expedient., The geese 
feed upon insects, plant roots, tender shoots 
of sprouting vegetation and grasses. These 
are made available by plowing or disking up 
sections of the “flats,” this serving to ex- 
pose roots and insects and furnishing friable 
ground whete vegetation will readily sprout.

This condition 
exists because there are no methods where- 
‘by whey can be economically utilized as a 
supplemental feed for live stock. 

The dairy industry and animal husbandry

whey and also to determine its feeding 
value as a supplement for fattening swine.

gan says this estimate is too high and places 
the probable acreage at 20,000, about 6000 
acres more than that of last year. The in- 
crease in acreage is not confined to any 
one locality, according to the commissioner, 
but is genera] throughout the valley. 

There seems to be a feeling among some 
growers and shippers that the lettuce busi- 
ness will be overdone this year, and that 
the markets of the country will not be able 
to absorb the great quantity that will be 
grown. Others hold that the greatest danger 
is not overproduction, but a lack of proper 
distribution. The trouble heretofore, they 
say, has been concentrating of shipments 
on Chicago, New York and other large 
cities, while hundreds of small town mar- 
kets of the East and Middle West have been 
neglected. 

What is declared to be unjust discrimina- 
tion against the valley is a freight rate that 
exacts $15 per car more for lettuce ffom 
Imperial Valley than from any other part 
of the State, this in spite of the fact that 
the haul is shorter from here to the markets 
of the East. Cantaloupe growers, too, have 
a grievance against the railroad companies, 
asserting that they are charged $30 more 
per car for the same class of produce than 
shippers in other parts of California.

A reduction of $15 per car to Chicago will Be 
asked. Another point of controversy is the 
question of ice in the bunkers. This icing 
costs the growers $70 per car. As lettuce 
is shipped during the cool months, it is be- 
lieved this expense can be saved. Last sea- 
son more than 2000 cars of lettuce were 
shipped “dry’’ with satisfactory results. 

At a recent meeting of lettuce growers, 
shippers and interested business men, held 
in El Centro, it was voted to raise an ex- 
pense fund to enable representatives of the 
valley growers and shippers to attend the 
lettuce rate hearing. Growers were as- 
sessed 25 cents per acre, and shippers,»50 
cents per car, both assessments being based 
on last season's acreage and shipments.
